Ville Retail Merchants Association is said to number 
twenty and the entire membership of the association 
numbers over one hundred. 


FORGIVE AND FORGET 
In regard to unfair practises alleged in the complaint 
lodged with the merchants association the spokesman 
of the electrical section, said that they were prepared to 
forget, ond perhaps forgive, the past and start oll over 
‘ogain on a foir basis if the matter is equitably adjusted, 
‘ond unfair competition eliminated. 

Enquiry into the matter eli the fact that mer- 
chandising has been discontinued in various places by 
Public Utility Commissions ond full co-operation given 
to retail dealers in electric appliances, os in 
where the show windows of the Hydro Shop are placed 
‘ot the disposal of local merchants free for display of 
electric oppliances, the merchants taking tums in the 
use of the window. Woodstock, Picton, Brockville and 
other places have no retail Hydro stores. 


PAST HYDRO HISTORY 

Going back into post history information received 
indicates that when the Hydro Shop was on Bridge Street 
electrical appliances were stld at cost to induce use of 
electricity. Since moving to Front Street, prices have 
been raised to provide a profit. In the beginning retail 
merchants were said not to be doing a very good job of 
selling electrical appliances, the venture of the 
Hydro Shop into retail selling to provide more demand for 
electricity. Since then the retail business has been or- 
gonized on a much better basis, ond the merchants con- 
cemed claim to be doing os good a job of selling as is 
possible. : 














HYDRO IS YOURS 

The members of the Belleville Retail Merchants As~ 
sociation are level-headed business men who have given 
this question considerable study and artived at a decis- 
ion which they will place before the Public Utility 
Commissioners, Messrs. Duff and Barogar, ond Mayor 
Bone in the near future.

Threo thousand udetens, largely farmers and 
their families who left their ancestral homes in the 
Sudeten portion of Czechoslovakia, and whose 
homes have been in the ancient Bobemia, a land 
of great historic interest are coming to Canada 
under the auspices of the Czech government each 


hhving $1,580 from the fund set apart for the pur- 
pose by that country with the aid of a British loan 
made at the time of the Munich pact. These people, 
when Germany acquired the Sudeten area, left 
their homes and fled to the interior and eastern 
portion of Czech country, so anxious were they to 
‘escape the German “conquerors.” 

‘The vanguard of this Czech migration will ar- 
ive in Canada next month and begin to take up 
their home in the far west in North Saskatchewan 
and the Peace River Country. 

Here they will find a refuge, to which they are 
contributing through the fund which is establishing 
them in the new land. These men and women and 
children who fled the arrival of the Germans to 
cescapo Naziism will find a freedom in 
which they cannot but appreciate. As Czechs they 
hhave had a democratic government since shortly 
after the world war. They have been industrious 
farmers and contributing Yo the development of 
the wonderful little Republic which was caught in 
the jaws of the expanded Germany, when that 
Dlow fell in September last. 

Canadians who have settled homes can apprec- 
{ato the feelings of these newcomers as they arrive 
in a new land xith the prospect of new experi- 
ences and the making of new associations and 
friendships. These people never were subjects of 
Germany, though of German descent. For genera- 
tions Bohemia where they lived was free, after- 
wards it became a province in Atstria-Hungary. At 
the ime of the World War it mas Cored wih the 
yest of the Austro-Hungarian Empire to go to war 
oa the sido of the Cateal Poses lea levee ome 
ers of the Czechs jpined with foreign corps 
‘which fought under the Allied flags.

Ul- 
timately he taught in the schools of Huron County. 
He graduated at the University of Toronto after « 
brilliant career, taking honors in physics, mathe- 
matics and actuarial science. He began to work as 
actuary ut his health failed while he was in To- 
onto and he was forced to go to the western cli 
mate to recover his health. He taught mathematics 
in Regina Collegiite. During the war he served 
with the 78h Baitalion, serving overseas as ma- 
jor and suffering wounds at Passchendacle. He 
became inspector of schools for Saskatchewan 
after the war and shortly afterwards launched into 
farming. He expanded his farm to a great acreage 
and with his stock he won awards at various exhi- 
Bitions, He put into practice on his own land the 
Principles he advocated such as the, bacon hog 
policy.

Zevoivers and pistols must be registered 
bfore the first of July this year, The last 
fegistration was five years ago. 

who have lost their weopons regist- 
‘ered five years ago or mislaid them may have 
to satisfy the police why they haven't them 
now or why they have not registered them, 

‘Weapons of i + pocket kind are so easy 
to mislay or loc2 or be stolen or carried out 
from a house that the owner Is better without 
them if he wants to avoid worry. 


For another reoson they are of little use 
to the averoge mon, The averoge house- 
holder, there are thousands of them: in Can- 
‘oda, who registered such weopons within the 
last five years—does not know how to shoot 
@ revolver, mostly probably hos never fired 
one and would be almost afraid to discharge 


one, yet he is the proud possessor of one. 


A third reason why a revolver does not help 
much is that such weapons are really no pro- 
tection against an armed intruder. Posses- 
sion of one is more likely to bring injury or 
death to the possessor for if o burgler enters 
@ house or a thief comes into a shop, he is 

+ more likely to be ready to shoot than the un- 
~ aware owner, 

Another good reason is that there have 
been accidents with revolvers about homes. 
‘There is potential danger of accident. 

They are easy to steal and moy be the 
cause of a hold-up some time. 

Most owners possess the weopons for no 

. feason but a sentimental interest in a curio, 
which hos been in their possession or that 
of their ancestors. 

Few of thgse who possess revolvers under 

© permit have an intention if an emergency 
‘arose of going into a death-and-death battle 
-with a bandit. 

It may be taken as a fairly safe statement 
that those who register revolvers are not the 
type of persons likely to use them for any 
evil ‘motive. 

How mony guns of this kind are not 
registered is problematical and 
registered guns would be used with evil in- 
tent is another question. 

However registration is necessary to give 
the police an index of the location of these 
‘weapons ond the reason why they ore kept, 
whether it is necessary to have them in the 
discharge: of one’s duty or for protection or 
‘as keepsake, souvenir or memento. 

It is possible that in some of the older 
homes in the city and country there may be 
revolvers or pistols of the existence of which 
no one Just the other day a mon 
brought one to the police at Belleville which 
he said he did not know was in the house 
‘and his story was correct. So it might be 
well for owners of homes to make a search 
Of their premises in cubbyholes and out of the 
way places for in them they might find some 
oie pocket firearms, which should be regist- 
ered.

‘The time will’ come it is predicted when 
eventually there will be large communities 
existing underground with no necessity to 
resort, to surface living. 
Daily News, referring to this, says the chief 
motive is safety from cerial 
points out that in many European countries | made 
‘enormous subterranean refuges have been 
constructed so that the population con seek 
safety there in case of attack from the air. 
Mention is made of the efforts to put forth 
last September in London and in other Bri- 
tish cities to dig underground shelters. Since 
then the work of establishing such refuges 
‘on a permanent basis has been carried out 
vigorously. “The time will come when proc- 
tically the whole population of London con 
be provided with underground shelter, in case 
of air raids," says the Commercial News. 
“But this subterranean plan envisages only 
gency requirements but it is 
that the last technique will have to do with 
the permanent location of the population be- 
neath: the surface of the earth, so that nor- 
mal business con be carried on there perma- 
nently.-In-fact, the cities of the future may 
be built wholly underground, thus avoiding 
the menoce ofthe armed flying machines 
that now are the most dreaded weapon of 
modem warware.’”

WATCHING RUSSIA 


Eyes of the world are on Russia os 0 pos- 
sible factor in a way out of the German-cre- 
ated crisis in'which the world lives. Interfer- 
ence with Rumanian liberty which some fear 
is in the mind of the Nazi leader — would 
probably force Russia to take a stand along 
with other nations ogainst such an oggres- 
sive act on the part of Germany. 

. Some see in this a possible meons of mak- 
ing Germany see the wisdom of preserving 
ce, 

Hitler some time ogo expressed concem 
about Russic, which Germany evidently looks 
Tongingly upon because of the vost fertile 
lands of the Ukraine. He and Mussolini both 
have spoken of having saved Europe from the 
menace of Communism. 

If. the German air strength is o mystery, 
that of Russia’s squadrons of the air un- 
doubtedly is. It is stated by a German that 
ina year's time Russia will be producing air- 
planes for war service at the rate of 12,000 
to 15,000 a year, and Germans say Russia 
could mobilize 20,000 planes if wor should 
break out. Nobody knows the strength of 
her armies, Some say sixteen millions of 
men, Whether Germans say this to justify 
their expressions of fear of Russia and to ex- 
‘use their own great armaments in the air 
‘ond In the field is not known, Russia ts also 
* said by the German official organ to have 

the largest submarine fleet in the world. 

Russia has been keeping a very strict 
guard qver possible leakage: of facts out of 
that country, 

Would Germany dare to draw many na- 
tions together about her by further aggres- 
sion? Some observers feel that Germany 

* would possibly hesitate to lock horns with the 
Russians whose strength Is so’ much a:mat- 
ter of conjecture. Others feel that Germany 
has made the decision to'go forward despite 
all opposition,

sia in the event of invasion by a foreign pow- 
er could protect her airplane plants and arms

In the early twenties the tomb of King 
Tut-onkh-Amen was discovered bringing a 
‘wealth ‘of knowledge to the world of condi- 
tions’ in the:oge when King ‘Tut’ lived. A 
| few days ago the finder of the tomb died in 
| England of natural causes, despite the fact 
‘that there was expressed a curse upon those 
who broke open the tomb and disturbed the 
remains of the once Egyptian Pharaoh. 
"People were thiilled by stories of the curse 
‘in those days when war drums did not sound 
“in Asia. But the discoverer died of no mys- 

ferious disease. : 
Now another tomb has been opened.- This 
time King’ Farouk of Egypt opened the cas- 
ket containing the mummy of one of his 
predecessors who sat on Egypt’s throne about 
1000 B.C. This is a little later than the time

that of King Shishok. He was a pharoah of 
the XXII, dynasty, His copital, Tonis, hod 
been a great city for two thousand years to 
long after the time of the great Rameses. 
‘It was he who came up against the city of 
Jerusalem with twelve hundred chariots ond 
three score thousonds of horsemen with a 
| countless multitude of men out of Egypt. He. 
took the fenced cities of Judah but did not 
raze Jerusalem, though “‘he took the treas- 
Ures of the House of the Lord and the 

| treasures of the King’s House.” 
The silver coffin which held his body has 
éngrayen on it the story of his achievements. 
*) That was nearly three thousand years ago. 
Empires have risen ond fallen, with them. the 
Egyptian dynosties and the other day a mod- 
em king opened the silver coffin ond gazed 
upon the mummied remains of the once great 
ruler. Today Egypt is still,in an area where 
east and west nations meet, where contin- 
ents touch. But Egypt itself is not what it 
‘was in the days of the great pharoohs. Yet 
it points the hand of time backward to show 
how long civilization has been’ upon the 
earth ond excites the thought that years yet 
to be shall see the passing of many great 
powers and see civilization continuing, des- 
pite even the mad race of armaments to 
which the totalitarians in combination have 
| brought mankind. _, 

The ancient pharaohs treated themselv 

fo luxurious tombs and burial. Today kings 
and rulers and leaders of people do not bury 
their wealth In this way, though they blow 
up in air many times the millions of wealth 
of the world of which even King Shishak 
could not have dreamed.

SHORT COURSES POPULAR WITH INDIANS 


Short courses in agriculture and home ec- 
‘onomics are getting a popular response from 
Canada’s Indians ,occording to the Indian 
Affairs Branch of the Department of Mines 
‘ond Resources, Ottawa. Attendance. at the 
courses held’recently on the Six Nation Re- 
serve, near Brontford, Ontario, wos tripled 
‘compored with previous years, and opart 
from those taking the regular classes a large 
number of Indians attended lectures on sub- 
jects‘of particular interest to themselves. 

courses ore arranged to provide 
practical education in the way of farming 
‘and home-making that should be valuable 
to the young Indians. Althougl’ arranged 
primarily for the young people, the older In- 
+ dians are also invited to attend. The course 
in ogriculture includes a study of the various 
breeds of live stock, including principles of 
breeding and practical work in judging cattle, 
horses and other animals. Elementary in- 
struction is given which includes information 
‘on the substitution of cheaper for more ex- 
pensive foods in balancing sations. In poultry 
raising the Indians are taught selection of 
breeding stock, feeding, housing, killing ond 
© preparing for market, as well as prevention 
‘of common diseases. Other lectures cover 
field crops, vegetables and small fruits, 

E weeds, soil and fertilizers. 
= The home economics course for the young 
women’ covers foods and their preparation, 

“emphasizing the importance of the proper 

foods to provide normal . development and 
maintenance of health. Under instruction 

“the:students are required to use ond alter 

‘patterns, cut, fit ond moke garments. Other 

items of household duties include care of 

laundry and ctothing. 
At the request “of the young Indians the 
first of these short courses in agriculture 
‘ond home economics was held in the spring 
‘of 1936 on the Six Nations Reserve, where 
they were enthusiastically received. The re- 
Sponse of the Indians and the benefits re- 
sulting from the initial short courses soon 
led the Department to’extend the movement 
‘ond moke classes available to the Indians of 
the Tyendinoga Reserve, near Deseronto, the
